St. Louis, Feb. 3.—P resid en t W il­ 
son told an audience of 15,000 people, 
which waved w ith tum ult a t his feet 
today, th at the U nited S tates should 
have the greatest navy in the w*orld. 
H e spoke at the Coliseum. “ I believe 
the navy of the U nited S tates should 
be unconquerable,” 
said 
the presi­ 
dent, 
“the 
g reatest 
navy 
in 
the 
world.” 
The president declared the subm a­ 
rine com m anders of 
belligerent na­ 
tions have 
instructions 
which, 
for 
the most part, conform with interna- 
t ionai law*, but th a t the action of one 
commander, contrary 
to 
those 
in­ 
structions, m ight set the world afire, 
including America. 
“Upon the oceans hundreds of car­ 
goes of A m erican goods, hundreds of 
A m erican ships are sailing. 
These 
ships are loaded 
w ith 
cotton, grain 
and all the 
bountiful 
supplies the 
U nited States is sending out 
to all 
p arts of the world. And any one of 
these ships may be the point of con­ 
tact th at will bring A m erica into the 
wuir.” 
For the first tim e during 
the w'ar 
the president told 
how 
one set of 
E uropean belligerents had 
been set 
ap art from the rest of the wrorld. He 
said that this kept the United States 
from helping them. 
He 
made this 
statem en t to show' th at 
the United 
S tates was neutral. 
C ontinuing his speech, 
the presi­ 
dent said: 
“Suppose my neighbor’s 
house is 
on fire and my roof is of com bustible 
m aterial. 
It is 
not my fault if the 
fire spreads. 
The 
danger 
to this 
country is from w ithout. 
The com­ 
m anders of subm arines are, for the 
m ost part, in 
accord 
w ith interna­ 
tional law' of the 
nations, 
but the 
acts of one com m ander m ay set the 
wrorld afire. 
T here 
are 
cargoes of 
w heat and cotton and 
m anufactured 
articles on the seas, and any one of 
them may 
cause 
trouble, because 
they go into the zone of fire. Am eri­ 
ca has no fine points, no issues in 
lier international relations. 
She has 
m erely asserted the 
rights ct m an­ 
kind w hen these rights are th re a te n ­ 
ed in a wrorld aflame w ith wrar.” The 
crowd cheered. 
The president said th at 
some day 
the statesm en of the older countries 
would have to adm it 
that 
it was a 
vulture wrhich kept burning the flame 
of international law 
on 
its altar, 
“w'hen every other altar in the wrorld 
w as swept by the flames of passion.” 
“I am ready to m ake every allow­ 
ance,” 
he 
continued, 
“for 
those 
whose countries are upset by war. I 
am not in a critical fram e of mind. I 
am ready to yield everything but the 
vital points. I know' how', in lime of 
trouble, were w'e in danger, I m ight 
th ru st aside punctilious questions. I 
am ready to m ake allowance for both 
sides. \ o u know' how' one set of bel­ 
ligerents is set out from the rest of 
the 
world. 
Therefore, 
the 
U nited 
S tates is not able 
to express itself 
tow ards them as they would like. 
I 
believe the United States 
is neutral. 
My fellow' citizens, 
while 
we know 
our own purpose it does 
not follow- 
that other 
nations 
understand 
us. 
M en press forward with a blind reck­ 
lessness. The peace of the w-orld, in­ 
cluding America, rests with the re ­ 
m ainder of the world, and not w ith 
A m erica.” 
“Now-, here is the choice we have; 
b ere is 
the 
alternative—either 
we 
shall sit still and w ait for the im m e­ 
d iate dem and for national defense to 
come, and then 
call 
for volunteers, 
who would 
be, 
for 
the 
first 
few 
m onths, im potent as against a tra in ­ 
ed and experienced 
army, 
or 
we 
shall 
adopt 
the 
ancient 
American 
principle th a t the m en of this coun­ 
try shall be ready 
to 
take care of 
th eir ow'n country.” 
The crowd roared its approval. 
‘’You have eith er 
got 
to get the 
men of this country ready to with-^ 
stand the first onslaught or you will 
have to be ready to 
suffer 
the first 
disaster.” 
W hen the president 
said 
he w as 
only asking for trained citizenship he 
was cheered. He said th a t Tie did not 
w ant to command a great arm y and 
that it was cruel 
to 
send untrained 
men into battle. 
. 
“I he plans before congress are to J 


save the lives of A m erican youths,” 
he said, “and these will go through. 
I have not been insisting on the de­ 
tails, but on the principles.” 
“The modern fighting m achines and 
subm arines m ust be handled by ex- 
peris. 
All we are asking for now is 
a sufficient num ber of experts and a 
suiiicient num ber 
of 
vessels 
to 
be 
placed at their disposal. 
“There is no b etter service in tho 
world than that of the U nited States 
navy, but the navy mus-t have m ore 
ships. 
We have been going about it 
leisurely, but 
now- 
we 
m u st 
get 
down to business. 
W e m u st have a 
program and then stick to it. 
The 
navy has a great 
task. 
No 
other 
navy has such a task. 
“We ought to have 
the 
greatest 
navy in the world,” he declared, amid

H EN a conference was called at the Wrhite

To 
the country at large he stood for all th at was best 
rn organized labor. 
President Roosevelt said of 
him on th a t occasion: 
“He was the only one of 
us who kept cool.” 
Mr. Mitchell has m any other claims to distinc­ 
tion, but the one w hich interests us just now is his 


recent electio i as a vice president of Tho Short 
Ballot Organisation. 
We take pride in announcing 
this, because it em phasizes the Catholic character 
of our m ovem ent. Tho m ere fact that, a man works 
for a living with his Lands does not m ake it any 
easier for him to vote complex ballot. 
If any one 
needs simple instrum ents of citizenship, surely it 
is the m an of least leisure. 
But 
Mr. 
M itchell’s 
own statem ent expresses this better than any word 
of ours: 


W hile tho w age-earners are not as voters less discerning than other citizens engaged 
in 
the 
pursuit of a livlihood, yet they, like other busy men, lack the tim e and have not the m eans of inform­ 
ing them selves fully in regard to the qualifications of candidates for 
political 
office. 
Their 
con­ 
fusion in respect to the c h arac te r and ability of candidates necessarily increases with the mutiplicity 
of nam es appearing on tho ballot under the present system of voting. 
Indeed, it is a m atter of gen­ 
eral com m ent th at while the candidates for the most im portant positions may be and 
usually 
are 
well know n to the voters, the qualifications of such men being fully and freely discussed, there is 
an alm ost entire lack of inform ation as to tho qualifications of other candidates whose nam es ap­ 
pear on the sam e ballot for very im portant though less conspiclous positions. 
On this account it fre­ 
quently happens th a t men are elected to office and entrusted w'ith the adm inistration of public af­ 
fairs who are entirely unknow'n to the voters, whose nom inations are secured 
through 
political 
m anipulation, wiiose first allegiance is to the machine that nom inates them and not to 
the 
people 
whose interests it is their highest duty to servo. 
Therefore, it must bo obvious that a change th at 
would simplify our present complex system of voting, that would concentrate upon a less num ber of 
candidates the attention of the average voter, and th at would enable the citizens to hold them to a 
strict accountability for their official acts, would prove of great benefit to the citizens of our country. 
To accomplish this purpose is, as I understand it, the object of the National Short Ballot Organiza­ 
tion.

ment may approve. Each commission­ 
er is entrusted by law' with the charge 
of one departm ent of the city’s affairs, 
subject to the regulation of the four 
commissioners in whom are vested all 
of the legislative, judicial and admin­ 
istrative pow'ers.

other officers and fix their duties and 
salaries.

By definitely fixing the respon­ 
sibility for official acts so that no of­ 
ficer can excuse himself for his failure 
to get results on the ground

By making all officers strictly 
and quickly accountable for their offi­ 
cial acts by means of the recall. 
6. 
By 
eliminating 
party 
politics 
from the city government. 
No party 
name nor emblem can appear on any 
ticket at a prim ary or other election. 
7. 
By requiring that due publicity; 
of the city’s financial affairs be given. 
The law's compels the commissioners 
to publish a monthly itemized state­ 
ment of all receipts and expenditures, 
with a summary of preceding months. 
8. 
By reserving to the citizens pow­ 
er to assert and protect their rights 
through the medium of the initiative, 
the referendum and the recall. 
Many of the evils of the municipal 
governments of today are the result of 
an antiquated 
system 
which, 
even 
though adm inistered by able and pa­ 
triotic men, makes the 
best 
results 
impossible. 
No business corporation 
w'hose officers are hampered by such 
a system could hold its place against 
competitors whose business operations 
are conducted in accordance writh mod­ 
ern business methods. 
The commis­ 
sion plan is an adaptation of such bus­ 
iness methods to city government. 
The commission form is no experi­ 
ment. 
It has been tried in 374 Ameri­ 
can cities ranging in population from 
W est Plains, Mo., with 2,200, up to 
Buffalo, N. Y., with 460,000.

a ton, according to quality, the solu­ 
tion of the problem of securing coal 
in quantity and at reasonable prices 
has become one of the most pressing

While the situation will finally 
suit in government measures for a 
wider use of w ater power, popularly 
known as “white coal,” to secure heat, 
light and motor power, pending such 
action various temporary 
measures 
are either being urged or adopted. In 
a current issue of the organ of the 
Minister of 
Public 
Works, 
Italian 
cities are urged to save coal by burn­ 
ing fewer street lights at night, fol­ 
lowing the example of London, Faris 
and Venice, and force their citizens 
to go to bed early. There is no doubt 
that the two gas companies of Rome 
would approve such a war measure. 
One of the curious results of high 
coal prices is that in Rome the losers 
are the gas companies, not the con­ 
sumers. 
It is estimated that the gas com­ 
panies have already 
lost 
3,000,000 
lires as a result of their contracts 
with the city, made in peace times, 
to furnish eras at 
IO 
centimes 
the 
metric cube., whereas it 
is 
costing 
them 32 centimes to furnish it. 
From the point of the poor people, 
Rome is thus the most fortunate of 
European capitals. 
London, 
Paris, 
Venice may turn off their lights as a 
precaution against aeroplane attack, 
but in Rome, where no such fear is 
entertained by the military authori­ 
ties, the stroets are 
as 
brilliantly 
lighted as ever 
they 
were 
at 
the 
height of the tourist season, and the 
Romans continue to find happiness 
and warmth in late street promenades 
and coffee drinking on the sidewalk 
cafes. 
While coal may soar 
to 
famine 
prices, the cost of gas, which is made 
of coal, cannot increase, under the 
city contract, so the people, rich and 
poor alike, are installing gas heaters 
as fast as possible.

world,” he said, “but I am ready to 
match 
the 
business 
of 
America 
against 
that 
of 
the 
rest 
of 
the 
world.” 
He said that 
the 
United 
States 
must keep out of the war if possible 
so that it may help in the healing up 
when the time for that comes. 


In 
Kansas City Wednesday Night. 
Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 3.—President 
Wilson here Wednesday 
night 
de­ 
manded that steps be taken during 
the present month to back him up in 
defending 
American 
lives and com­ 
merce abroad. His demand met with 
shouts of applause from an audience 
of 16,000 persons who waved American 
flags, 
leaped 
to 
their 
seats 
and 
cheered. 
When the president ceased speaking 
he leaned forward and asked the great 
throng to join him in singing “Amer­ 
ica.” 
The band played softly, the au­ 
dience stood and the words of Ameri­ 
ca’s national anthem came in a glori­ 
ous burst of song from* 16,000 throats. 
The big crowd was for the president 
from the start. It w’aited patiently an 
hour to see him and cheered itself 
hoarse in a three-minute demonstra­ 
tion when he appeared. Sixteen thou­ 
sand heard him, 20,000 w'ere turned 
away and 10,000 more tried to get a 
glimpse of him as he left his hotel for 
the hall. 
“Why, some men in Washington are 
questioning if we could get the 500,- 
000 men for which the government is 
asking,” he said at one point of his 
address. 
“Would they volunteer?” 
A man in the far end of the hall 
shouted his answer over the heads of 
the crowd. 
“Yes!” he cried. 
A 
dozen 
men—a 
score—fifty— 
echoed the word and the hall was in 
a turmoil. 
President Wilson smiled 
and held out his hand. 
“Why, I believe,” he said, as tho 
tumult died, “you could raise the 500,- 
000 men in almost any state. 
I be­ 
lieve you could get 5,000 men right 
here in this audience. 
“I have been thrilled by the ex­ 
periences of these last few' days,” the 
president said, “and I w ill go home to 
Washington and smile at the gentle­ 
men who say the United States is not 
awake. 
“Those gallant men who sit on the 
hill in Washington and 
make 
our 
laws are going to deliver the goods,” 
(The crowd cheered.) 
“Don’t misun­ 
derstand me,” he continued, “they are 
going to deliver the goods because you 
want the goods delivered.” 
The president said the 
time 
had 
come for him to ask his fellow citizens 
to “get up on your hind legs and talk 
and tell the people who represent you 
what the nation desires and demands. 
The thing that everybody in a democ­ 
racy is listening for is the Tramp! 
Tramp! Tramp! of the facts.” 
“I have come to ask you what is 
back of me in this task of preserving 
at once peace and your honor,” the 
president said. 
“Our flag stands for honor, not for 
advantage,** said the president. “That 
flag stands for the rights of mankind, 
no m atter where they be, no m atter 
what their antecedents, 
no 
matter 
what their race; it stands for the ab­ 
solute right of political liberty and 
free and self-government, and where- 
ever it stands, to the contrary, Amer­ 
ican traditions have begun to be for­ 
gotten. 
“But, my friends, the w’orld does not 
understand that yet. 
It has got to 
have a few more demonstrations like 
the demonstration in Cuba; it has got 
to have a few' more vindications of the 
American name. When these vindica­ 
tions have come, I believe that noth­ 
ing hut peace will ev'er reign between 
the United States and the nations of 
the rest of the world. 
“For every man w ho minds his own 
business is sure of peace. Every man 
who respects his own character and 
observes the right is sure of peace. 
And every nation that makes right its 
guide, and honor its principle, is sure 
of peace. 
But until these things are 
believed of us we must be ready with 
the hand of force to hold others off 
from the invasions 
of 
every 
right 
which wre hold sacred. 
“So I have come to you with the ut­ 
most confidence that the moment you 
understood the issu e, all difficulties of 
party, all differences 
of 
individual 
judgment, all differences of point of 
view', would fall away, and like true 
Americans w© should all stand shoul­ 
der to shoulder in a common cause, 
America first and her vindication, the 
law' of our life. For, ladies and gen­ 
tlemen, it is only upon the most sol­ 
emn occasions that I would appeal to 
you as I have been appealing today. 
“The final test of the validity, the 
strength, the irresistible force of the 
American ideal bas come* The rest 
the world must be made 
realize 
from this time out just w hat America 
stands for, and when that happy time 
comes, and when peace shall reign 
again and America shall take part in 
the undisturbed and unclouded coun­ 
sels of the world, it will be realized 
that the promises of the fathers, the 
ambitions of the men who fought for 
the bloody soil of Kansas, the ideals 
of the men who thought nothing of
